REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOAKD 


For THE YEAR Enpinc Marcu 1, 1893. 


To the citizens of Sullivan: 

In compliance with the requirements of the statutes, 
we respectfully submit the following report for the con- 
sideration of the people. It is a source of much pleas- 
ure for us to be able to say the work of the year has 
been exceedingly gratifying to the board, not wholly 
upon the amount of work performed, but because the 
results have been marked with evidences of its useful- 
ness and efficiency. 

We have been very fortunate in engaging teachers 
for our schools who have possessed ability and skill for 
the work in the schoolroom, and we believe they have 
been faithful and earnest, with a full determination to 
perform their work with efficiency, and their work has 
not been inferior to any previous year. The maintenance 
of good order in the schoolroom is one of the require- 
ments demanded of every teacher, and we can freely 
say that the order in all of our schools has been excel- 
lent, particularly in No. 1; with nearly forty scholars 
to attend and govern, not an instance of corporal pun- 
ishment has come to our knowledge, and still the order , 
has been much better than it used to be when the rod 
and ruler were freely applied. The use of the rod has 
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the effect many times to excite the passion of the pupil, 
and diminish the respect, love and sympathy of both 
scholar and parent. ‘The authority of the teacher at 
all times should be exercised with moderation, candor 
and prudence; also, be accompanied with dignity and 
impartiality. Oftentimes the failure to maintain order 
in the schoolroom is caused by a lack of co-operation 
and sympathy of the parents. Visiting school by the 
parents is too much neglected. Cana parent form any 
correct opinion as to the true character of the school by 
mere hearsay? We all feel more or less interest in the 
welfare of our schools, but how can we judge of their 
merits without first entering the schoolroom and seeing 
for ourselves. Then let every parent feel it his duty 
to visit the school in which his child is attending, at 
least twice in each term. By so doing there would be 
much less complaining and fault-finding about our 
schools. 

What has become of the old-fashioned Colburn’s 
arithmetic that was so generally used in our schools 
years ago? In the use of Colburn’s mental arithmetic 
and work, there is much valuable discipline acquired, 
and it is one of the most useful studies, requiring the 
pupil to think, and by thinking he learns that mere 
memorizing is not thinking. 

We have to record altogether too many instances of 
tardiness in our schools for the past year. In division 
No. 1, there were only five in a school of nearly forty 
scholars; this record is very commendable for parents, 
teacher and scholars. No. 2, there were four; a very 
good record. No. 3, not one instance of tardiness is 
- noticed through whole year. No. 4, there were, in a 
school of sixteen scholars, 142 instances of tardiness 
marked for the fall and winter terms of eight weeks 
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each, and not one for the spring term of ten weeks. 
The question naturally comes up in our mind, what 
was the cause of so many tardy marks; were they 
caused wholly owing to the lack of interest in the school 
by the parents? Wherever the fault may be, whether 
with the parents, scholars, or teachers, it is extremely 
to be regretted. We hope that in the future such a 
public sentiment will be formed in this district which 
will put an end to this evil, and cause every parent to 
feel that no sacrifice can be too great in order that their 
scholars shall be in their seats at the commencement of 
the school, both morning and afternoon. The,scholars 
who are late not only injure themselves, but disturb the 
whole school. 

In the treasurer’s report you will see for what pur- 
poses we have applied the money appropriated by the 
town. ‘The cost of our schools for the past year have 
been about thirty-two dollars per week for the four 
schools, and we would recommend that no reduction in 
the amount of school money be made for the coming 
year. | 

Let no one shield himself behind the fact that he 
has no child to educate, thereby using his influence and 
vote in preventing a good liberal sum of money being 
appropriated for school purposes. In the language of 
one of our greatest statesmen, ‘‘ Intelligence is the life 
of liberty, the perpetuity of our civil and religious 
rights.’” ‘Then, as the general diffusion of knowledge 
is the only firm basis upon which a republican govern- 
ment can stand, how very important it becomes us that 
our school children should obtain a thorough education 
in our common schools. Your committee have applied 
a small sum of the school money in payment for rent 
and purchase of musical instruments for our schools. 
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The result derived therefrom has been exceedingly 
gratifying, and the conclusion that your committee has 
formed, from the many complimentary expressions vol- 
untarily given by many of the inhabitants, that it has 
given general satisfaction. It has been every way a 
most pleasing feature in our schools, the practice of 
singing, the importance of which we are confident can- 
not be over-estimated. It is a most healthful exercise, 
prepares the mind of the pupil for greater work, soothes 
all exciting passions, a healing balm for all angry feel- 
ings, and contributes greatly to the enjoyment of the 
scholars. So music is not in our schools for mere 
amusement and hinder, but excites the mind in the pur- 
suits of knowledge. 

There have been five scholars from the adjoining 
towns of Roxbury and Stoddard who have attended 
school in town the past year, from which we receive a 
sum of money nearly sufhcient to lengthen our schools 
one and one-half weeks each. Your committee are of 
the opinion that it has not been of any disadvantage to 
our schools. | 

We notice by the school registers that some of our 
teachers have omitted to mark the deportment of their 
scholars at the end of the term. This practice we fully 
approve, as we consider the practice accompanied with 
much mischief and fraught with pernicious effects. 
We would suggest to the teachers that they make some 
general remarks upon the conduct of their scholars 
through the term on the last pase of the register in the 
space left for that purpose. 

In the expenditures for books and supplies, we have 
endeavored to economize, so far as we considered it for 
the best interest of our schools. ‘The amount of money 
used this year is several dollars less than that of last 
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year, and we think we shall be able to reduce expenses 
for the coming year still more, although we believe in 
furnishing books for the scholars equal to their acquire- 
ments. 

The law provides that the school board may use a 
certain per cent. of school money for conveying schol- 
ars, when necessary, to and from school, but it in no 
way lessens the obligations of the parent in making 
strenuous efforts in having his child in school every 
day. 

Our government made October 21 a public holiday, 
in respect to the day on which America was discovered. 
The schools in town observed the day by holding a 
short session in the school houses in the forenoon, where 
short exercises were held in commemoration of the 
event, and the national flag was raised, and short reci- 
tations, patriotic songs, cheering the old flag, was gone 
through with by scholars in the presence of people 
gathered. In the afternoon there was a union service 
held at union hall, at East Sullivan, where many of the 
citizens assembled and gave their attention to the exer- 
cises, consisting of recitations, patriotic songs, etc. 
With the exception of an occasional evident lack of 
sufficient rehearsal, the performance was eminently 
successful, and reflects much credit on those who 
arranged, managed and took part in it. Music by East 
Sullivan band. 

School in division No. 1 was taught by Miss F. 
Mabel Estabrooks, of Hancock, the entire year. Miss 
Estabrooks is a teacher of large experience inthe school- 
room, and has been uniformly successful. ~Here she 
evidently entered upon her school work with a full de- 
termination to accomplish as much work in the school- 
room as could reasonably be expected. Her genial, 
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pleasing temperament and moral influences were of a 
kind to win the sympathy, love and respect of her 
scholars, instead of, as is sometimes the case, repelling 
them and arousing their antagonism. Being endowed 
with many of the requisites essential for a teacher, she 
is very successful in her desires to accomplish a large 
amount of work in the schoolroom. We consider Miss 
Estabrooks as a teacher exceedingly well adapted for 
the training of the minds of young scholars, having a 
pleasant word for every one: while at the same time 
every way capable of governing and instructing schol- 
ars more advanced in their studies. 

School in division No. 2 was under the care of Miss 
Althea S. Barrett, of Sullivan, through the three terms. 
Miss Barrett has been a teacher in the schools of our 
town for the last three years, giving good satisfaction, 
thereby gaining the reputation of being a very success- 
ful teacher. She is a teacher of energy, at the same 
time active and thorough in her method of instruction, 
maintaining good order, and accomplishing much work 
in a very satisfactory manner. Being a young lady 
possessed of a warm, sympathetic disposition, she soon 
got a strong hold upon her pupils, regardless of any 
feelings that may have previously existed. The recita- 
tions at the close of the school were very creditable to 
both teacher and scholars. 

School in division No. 3 was taught by Miss Sarah 
M. Lane, of Ashburnham, Mass., through the school 
year. Miss Lane is a young lady of excellent moral 
character, and well qualified to instruct and govern in 
a common district school. She is very much devoted 
to her school work, and, being a teacher every way ear- 
nest, faithful and conscientious, soon wins the sympathy 
and respect of her scholars, and, not being wholly con- 
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fined to the text-books for her school work, she makes 
her school very interesting and satisfactory. 

School in division No. 4 was under the instruction 
of Miss Nellie U. Burpee, of Sullivan, through the 
spring term. Miss Burpee’s experience and reputation 
as being a successful teacher, render it unnecessary for 
us to make any comments upon her work. It is only 
sufficient to say Miss Burpee taught the school, to assure 
anyone that the school was a success. Miss Burpee 
declined to re-engage the school for another term. 
Miss Mertie C. Martin, of Keene, was engaged for the 
fall and winter terms. Miss Martin’s method of instruct- 
ing and manner of governing were so very different 
from Miss Burpee’s, that the scholars at first could not 
comprehend that she was their friend as well as their 
teacher, but they soon learned that she was not only a 
social friend, but a teacher of noble and pure intentions, 
and was laboring fearlessly for the good of the school; 
the result being a successful school. 

During the year there have been twelve terms of 
school, three in each division, amounting to 110 weeks. 
In division No. 1, 29 weeks; in division No. 2, 28 
weeks; in division No. 3, 27 weeks; in division No. 4, 
26 weeks. |
